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Angela Smith, of Eastville, 
reflects on the loss of her son, 
Lonnie, in a Sept. 2 suicide

Lonnie Smith was a young man who had 
an old soul — and a short life. 

“T knew that I was going to lose him 
young,” said his mother, Angela Smith. 

“T always knew.” 

The promising artist died by suicide on 
Sept. 2, not far from his family home near 
Eastville, at an abandoned house where he 
often sought solace. 

He was 23. 

His death added to a troubling trend — 
suicide deaths have risen in the wake of the 
COVID-19 pandemic, according to state 
statistics. 

Suicide rates on the Eastern Shore are 
higher than the state average. 

Born on April 20, 2000, in Philadelphia, 
Lonnie Smith always felt like he never fit 
in. 

He didn’t enjoy the same things as other 
young people in the Black community, his 
mother said. He never listened to hip-hop

Make no mistake: Poultry is a critically important 
industry in Accomack County, pumping hundreds of 
millions of dollars annually into our area. We shudder 
to consider life without it. 

But this is also true: Poultry farms and poultry plants 
can sometimes be stinky. Poultry litter needs to be man- 
aged correctly because its nutrients are hazardous to our 
waterways. Regulations are in place to ensure poultry 
farms, neighborhoods, and tidal waters can coexist. 

Coexisting involves compromise, common sense, condi- 
tions, and discussions. What the Accomack County Board 
of Zoning Appeals did last week fell short of those goals. 

The zoning appeals board was correct in allowing six 
chicken houses near Savageville that had gone dark to 
resume operations. As the farm manager said, there are 
mortgage payments to make and taxes to pay. 

But the appeals board erred in allowing the farm to re- 
sume use of a manure shed that is only 10 feet from an ad- 
joining property. Accomack County regulations require a 
200-foot setback for a manure shed from property lines. 

When a poultry manure shed is 10 feet from a property 
line, there’s a failure in the process. A remedy is needed. 

The issue of the manure shed is exactly why the board 
of zoning appeals exists in the first place. Its members 
aren’t zoning professionals. Their task is, in part, to 
provide a layman’s common sense and thoughtful judg- 
ment to complicated issues. 

That didn’t happen.

‘No cause for immediate concern’ about Shore’s groundwater

Tam writing on behalf of the East- 
ern Shore of Virginia Ground Water 
Committee concerning the article 
in the July 14, 20238, Eastern Shore 
Post, “Shore aquifers strained by nat- 
ural processes,” by Charlie Paullin, 
which was previously published June 
22 in the Virginia Mercury. 

Some of the language in the article, 
including the title, did not fairly char- 
acterize the status of the sole-source 
aquifer here on the Shore. 

While it does require close monitor- 
ing by the ground water committee, 
United States Geological Survey, and 
the Virginia Department of Environ- 
mental Quality, there is no cause for 
immediate concern, as the title of the 
article implied. 

The article was based on presenta- 
tions at the June 15 meeting of the 
Eastern Virginia Groundwater Man- 
agement Advisory Committee. 

Jason Pope, USGS consultant to 
the ground water committee, gave one 
of the presentations at the June 15 
meeting, and noted that “withdraw- 
al patterns appear to have been fairly 
steady for the past decade or so,” with

fluctuations in the aquifer reflecting 
changing environmental conditions 
(higher pumping and lower precipita- 
tion in the summer). 

Although the statement in the arti- 
cle, “the water in those surficial aqui- 
fers is being depleted quicker than 
the surficial aquifers can be refilled in 
summer months,” does reflect Pope’s 
data, it doesn’t tell the whole story. 


While total withdrawals (for both 
the surficial and the deep aquifers) 
fluctuated from less than 7 million 
gallons a day (MGD) in the winter to 
more than 36 MGD in the summer, the 
yearly average has remained steady at 
about 15 MGD. 

Because groundwater moves much 
slower than surface water, the yearly 
water balance is most important. 

With an excess of recharge in the 
winter, the deficit that can occur in 
the summer is more than balanced. 

And the article’s statement that 
“For years, the Eastern Shore has had 
trouble sustaining its aquifers” is not 
borne out by research from Pope, who 
added that the data show “the year- 
round importance of the (deep) York- 
town-Eastover aquifers to the water 
supply of the Eastern Shore.” 

The other statement from the arti- 
cle that concerned the ground water 
committee was that “evapotranspira- 
tion is harming surficial aquifers.” 

Evapotranspiration is a natural 
process — it is the combined process 
of evaporation from surface waters 
and transpiration from plants (the 
process by which plants breathe, al- 
lowing them to grow and put oxygen 
into the atmosphere). 


As the article noted, most (69%) 
of precipitation on the Shore is re- 
turned to the atmosphere through 
evapotranspiration; only 19% actual- 
ly recharges the aquifer, which Pope 
noted, “aligns with expectations” 

— the system is in equilibrium, with 
no overall change to the aquifer over 
time. 

Both of these issues — higher 
withdrawals from the surficial aqui- 
fer, including agricultural ponds, 
and evapotranspiration representing 
a large portion of the Shore’s “wa- 
ter budget” — only affect the surfi- 
cial aquifer, and only in the sum- 
mer months, with no overall change 
year-to-year. 

All that being said, we still must 
remain vigilant with respect to 
our groundwater, which is the mis- 
sion of the ground water commit- 
tee. Any concerns can be brought 
to the attention of the ground wa- 
ter committee; citizens are always 
welcome to our monthly meetings 
(https: //www.esvaplan.org/planes- 
va/ground-water-management /east- 
ern-shore-of-virginia-ground-wa- 
ter-committee/).

To the editor: 

The rural village of Savageville 
is an historically Black community 
south of Onancock with many resi- 
dents’ families having lived there for 
generations. 

I have recently spoken to a few of 
them concerning an Accomack County 
Board of Zoning Appeals action that 
virtually removed one particular land- 
owner of a right to safe use of a parcel 
of land. 

Others have described 20 years of 
unbuffered air pollution threaten- 
ing the health of many nearby elderly 
neighbors. 


The BZA ruling approved a vari- 
ance to allow a setback of just 10 feet 
for a poultry manure shed, when the 
current county ordinance calls for a 
200-foot setback. 

These manure sheds are both a 
health and safety hazard, as was illus- 
trated by a spontaneous combustion 
manure shed fire in 2015, happening 
in this exact location, which smoldered 
for three weeks. 

The Savageville residents’ con- 
cerns were joined by 18 comment- 
ers who wish to see better waterway 
protections all along the water- 
shed of Leatherbury and Onancock 
creeks. 

I want to thank the Eastern Shore 
Post for last week’s timely and accu- 
rate reporting on this Accomack BZA 


hearing and ruling, which happened on 
Sept. 6. 

It documents a weakness of the vi- 
sion of our county government. The 
BZA heard a couple dozen sincere 
concerns as solicited by its own public 
notice. 

A public hearing of this type pro- 
vides an opportunity for planners to 
re-align issues not covered in old reg- 
ulations with changing standards for 
modern poultry production. 

They now know better about these 
public health, safety, and pollution, 
problems, so why didn’t the BZA make 
just a couple of conditions on the per- 
mitting in order to do better?

Changes in Northampton staff assignments help meet needs

According to a December 2022 press release from 
the National Center for Education Statistics, 45% 
of all public schools faced at least one teaching va- 
cancy, and 27% had multiple teaching vacancies. 

Another important detail to highlight is that, in 
the first few weeks of the school year, students are 
in the process of finalizing class schedules. 

As aresult of meeting student needs and inter- 
ests, teachers move around appropriately in their

classroom responsibilities to better fit the needs of 
all students. 

There may be changes in assignments, but that 
comes out of helping meet all student needs, class- 
room sizes, and the skill set of employees.

Writer: “Changes have had a major impact’

This is a response to the article “Constitution 
Week set” from the local chapter of the Daughters 
of the American Revolution in the Sept. 8 edition of 
the Eastern Shore Post. 

While the U.S. Constitution should be celebrat- 
ed, modern Americans need to understand that the 
nature, character, and operation of our govern- 
ment in Washington, D.C. has radically changed 
since the ratification of the Constitution in 1788. 
These changes have had a major impact on our

Adding a fourth means of changing the Constitu- 
tion are the ongoing attacks on the Second Amend- 
ment by our national mass media so as to nullify 
that amendment by public pressure. 

These attacks on the Second Amendment are 
compounded by the public attacks made by constitu- 
tional officers who are sworn to support and defend 
that very Constitution.

Remember, the Second Amendment is a ful- 
ly ratified, fully incorporated article of the U.S. 
Constitution. 

To attack that article is to attack the Constitu- 
tion itself. 

If the Second Amendment is successfully nulli- 
fied without proper amendment of the Constitution, 
the practical necessities of disarming America will 
nullify the entire Bill of Rights, thereby leaving the 
government in Washington as the sole sovereign 
power in America. 

To close, let us celebrate the birth of our Consti- 
tution while clearly recognizing that the govern- 
ment formed under that Constitution is slowing 
mutating from the carefully restricted federal re- 
publican form established by our Constitution into 
an absolutely unrestricted, sovereign, Unitary Na- 
tional form of government. 

This would bring America back to 1774 and Eu- 
ropean-style central state control.

In 1985, the CSB, recognizing her 
communication, teamwork, and tech- 
nical skills, asked her to serve as the 
founding director of its newly created 
Parent Infant Program on the Shore 
(PIPS). Now known as the Infant & 


Toddler Connection of the Eastern 
Shore, PIPS provides early interven- 
tion supports and services to develop- 
mentally delayed infants and toddlers 
from birth to age 8. 

Under her leadership, the program 
was regarded as one of Virginia’s finest 
early childhood intervention programs 
— this acknowledgment, coupled with 
her grant-writing ability, raised hun- 
dreds of thousands of dollars to ensure 
the program’s success. 

An ardent supporter of public ed- 
ucation, Jane chaired the committee 
that wrote the state-mandated K-12 
Family Life Curriculum for Northamp- 
ton County Public Schools. Jane and 
her former husband, Bill Prince, cre- 
ated the PASSS (Parents and Stu- 
dents for Safe Socials) initiative, an 
all-night after-prom party to support 
their children, Jenny, Rebecca, Al- 
len, and their friends and keep them 
safe. Over 30 years later, their PASSS 
program still serves as the model of a 
successful after-prom party for other 
school districts. 

Following retirement in 2010, she 
married the Rev. Jay Clark, moved to 
Plymouth, N.C., and became wife to 
an old country preacher. And as with 
her other roles, she lovingly excelled 
as a minister’s wife. In 2011, under 
the auspices of Plymouth Methodist 
Church, Jane and Jay founded CROSS 
(Christians Reaching Out in Sacred 
Service). CROSS, hosting volunteer 
mission teams from nearly every state 
east of the Mississippi, offered urgent 
home repairs to low-income families at 
no cost to the families. 

In the early days of the ministry, 
Jay oversaw the rehabilitation work 
and Jane served as case manager and 
volunteer coordinator. Since its incep- 
tion, CROSS has successfully taken on 
over 600 critical repair projects valued 
at nearly $3.5 million. In 2016, she, 
Jay, and David Peele wrote a grant ap- 
plication to The Duke Endowment that 
provided $1.2 million to the mission. 
At the time, in the nearly 100-year 
history of the TDE, it was the largest 
grant ever given to a local church’s so- 
cial outreach initiative. 

When Jay retired as CROSS’s exec- 
utive director in 2021, Jay and Jane 
founded The Easter Project. They af- 


fectionately called this new outreach 
“Flipping Houses for Jesus.” The Eas- 
ter Project is a 501(c)(3) nonprofit 
whose mission is to purchase and reha- 
bilitate derelict houses, turn them into 
homes, and then sell them to a family 
that could not otherwise buy a home. 

Jane, a lifelong Methodist, faith- 
fully served in her beloved Franktown 
Methodist Church. In addition, she 
was part of the leadership cadre that 
helped the Methodist renewal group 
Emmaus take root on the Eastern 
Shore of Virginia. She served as lay di- 
rector of ES 2, choosing Joyful Hearts 
Adancin’ as the weekend’s theme. 
Also, she served as a team member on 
numerous Chrysalis (youth) and Kai- 
ros (prison ministry) walks. 

Jane was an avid reader of detective 
stories. Though she would never own 
toit, she was acruciverbalist at heart. 
She took pride in her Morse-like ability 
at crossword puzzles but was frustrat- 
ed at many Wordle and Words With 
Friends losses to her sisters, Virginia 
Parks and Cindy Robinette.

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In August 1923, following the 
devastating fire that destroyed 
most of the commercial section of 
Pocomoke City, Md., the city fathers 
took delivery of what was then a 
state-of-the-art American LaFrance 
motorized pumper to augment the 
city’s firefighting force. The engine 
was delivered by train from Elmira, 
N.Y., and placed in service by the 
volunteer fire company after pump 
trials were completed. 

The unit served the fire company 
well as a first-line engine for over 
30 years, until it was sold when the 
fleet was updated. In the 1980s, 
the fire company was contacted by 
a former employee of American La- 
France who had purchased the en- 
gine and meticulously restored the 
firetruck to its original condition. 

The employee offered the engine to 
the fire company, and the fire company 
accepted the offer without hesitation. 
The 1923 fire engine made its way back 
home to Pocomoke City, where it is 
kept in mint condition and remains on 


display for parades and special events. 

On Saturday, Oct. 14, the Po- 
comoke Volunteer Fire Company 
will celebrate the 100th birthday 
of the engine with an open house 
and pumping demonstration of the 
firetruck. 

Festivities will also include the 
fire company’s world-famous chick- 
en barbecue, a car and firetruck 
show by Eastern Shore Cruisers, 
a model train exhibit by the Shore 
Boyz Railroad Club, and various ex- 
hibits and demonstrations by allied 
agencies. 

A bounce house, fire safety edu- 
cation displays, and games will be 
offered for children.

School system still lacks seven teachers

Northampton County Public 
Schools has seven teaching positions 
left to fill as of Wednesday, Sept. 18. 

Long-term substitute teachers 
began the school year in those po- 
sitions, said Superintendent Lisa 
Martin. 

The school division also created a 
new teaching position for English as 
a second language. 

Additionally, the school division 
is advertising for a sports-medicine/ 
athletic trainer, school counselor, so- 
cial worker, school psychologist, oc- 
cupational therapist, and physical 
therapist. 

Martin said Northampton schools 
had a “great opening day.” She com- 
plimented school staff for their “pos- 
itive energy” and said all teachers 
who began the school year remain. 


Dual enrollment 


One of Northampton’s dual-enroll- 
ment courses, which earn high school 
and college credit, is being taught 
through the online program Virtual 
Virginia through Tidewater Communi- 
ty College. 

The class would have been offered 
through Eastern Shore Community 
College, like other dual-enrollment 
courses.

However, a Northampton High 
School history teacher scheduled to 
teach the dual-enrollment class ac- 
cepted a higher-paying job in another 
school system, Martin explained. 

When a qualified replacement is 
found for the teacher, the dual-enroll- 
ment history course will not need to be 
provided through Virtual Virginia. 

Starting this fall, dual-enroll- 
ment students no longer need to trav- 
el from the high school to the commu- 
nity college to attend class. Nearly ev- 
ery dual-enrollment course is taught 
by Northampton teachers at the high 
school. 

A teacher who holds a master’s de- 
gree and has at least 18 graduate-level 
credit hours in the content area he or 
she teaches may be a dual-enrollment 
instructor. 

This reduces overhead and results 
in cost-savings for the school division 
and parents. 

For example, the dual-enrollment 
English 12 course, which is worth 
three college credits per semester or a 
total of six college credits, previously 
cost hundreds of dollars but now costs 
a parent $50. 

The school division covers roughly 
85% of the course costs.

guage staffer at Kiptopeke Elementa- 
ry School had been transferred to an- 
other school. 

Martin was aware that not ev- 
ery parent was pleased with the ar- 
rangement, but said, “We have to do 
what’s in the best interests of our 
students.” 

Martin said school administrators 
had discovered that Kiptopeke Ele- 
mentary School, whose English as a 
second language students had the least 
need for assistance, had more ESL 
staff than any other Northampton 
school. 

Kiptopeke Elementary had three 
ESL staff members and Occohannock 
Elementary had two, but there were 
only two for Northampton middle and 
high school combined. 

An ESL instructional assistant was 
moved from Kiptopeke to the middle 
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and high school complex, where her 
skills were most needed. 


Class sizes 


Some Northampton parents had 
complained that the health class at the 
high school had been moved to anoth- 
er room and the class size seemed too 
large. 

For several years, health class had 
been held in the chorus room, as there 
was no chorus program. 

Now that the chorus program has 
been reinstated, the sound-proofed 
music room has reverted to its original 
use, Martin said. 

She also noted that state standards 
for class sizes vary depending on grade 
level or subject, and Virginia allows up 
to 40 students in a health and physical 
education class.

Angling action has entered the open- 
ing segment of the much-anticipated, 
summer-to-autumn transitional period. 

Shorter days and cooler nighttime tem- 
——_ peratures should 
begin to produce 
schooling behav- 
ior in the speck- 
led trout and 
puppy drum pop- 
ulations. These 
fish should _be- 
come more coop- 
erative to anglers 
casting artificials 
or fishing small 
live baits under 
popping corks 
and float rigs. 

On the downside, it is time to start 
bidding adieu to a lot of the summer 
species such as cobia, spadefish, and 
Spanish mackerel, as they will soon 
be leaving local waters for a more 
southern locale. 


Upper Shore 


Captain Matt Abell, at the Sea 
Hawk Sports Center, said that the 
recent dip in water temperatures 
triggered a speckled trout and pup- 
py drum bite in the shallows of the 
Chesapeake Bay. 

The puppy drum have ranged in 
size from the mid-teens to over 30 
inches in length. A large portion 
of the puppy drum have come from 
popping cork rigs with paddletails. 

Matt said that the speckled trout 
in Tangier Sound have been a larger 
class of fish than those encountered 
so far on the Virginia side of the 
state line in the waters of Pocomoke 
Sound. The most consistent speckled 
trout action has been occurring for 
casters throwing soft plastics such 
as Old Skools and RumbleFish on jig 
heads. 

Larger red drum are still being

released from Watts Island south 
for anglers soaking cut bait in the 
evenings. 

Action on the seaside has been af- 
fected by the unfavorable sea condi- 
tions generated by offshore storms. 
High seas have kept the majority of 
the offshore fleet in port during the 
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middle of the week. 

Flounder action on the near shore 
ocean wrecks has declined over the 
recent week; however, black sea 
bass fishing on deep water wrecks 
in 100-foot depths and deeper has 
been very productive. 

Flounder action inside the inlet

has also suffered the effect of large 
waves at the inlet mouths and tur- 
bid water conditions. Those fish 
that have been caught have come 
from the period around high tide 
when pockets of clear water could 
be found. When conditions have 
allowed, spot, kingfish (whiting),

and a few puppy drum have been 
caught by anglers fishing the surf 
of Assateague Island. 


Chincoteague 


Jimmy Vasiliou, at Captain Steve’s 
Bait and Tackle, told me that the re- 
cent fishing action off Chincoteague 
has been “eventful,” then proceeded to 
name several species of recent catch- 
es — some desirable, some not! Those 
species included sharks, rays, croak- 
ers, and spot. 

He added that some red drum are be- 
ginning to show up in the surf, along 
with pompano, kingfish (whiting), and 
spot. 

Flounder catches on Berkley Gulp 
and minnows have come from off the 
piers and in the channels, as well as be- 
ing jigged over submerged structures. 


The offshore wrecks have produced 
good numbers of sea bass, and deep 
droppers have returned with cita- 
tion-sized blue-lined and golden tile- 
fish. 


Wachapreague 


Captain Lindsay Paul, aboard the 
Almost Persuaded, reported that 
flounder fishing had been “fairly 
good” early in the week, although a 
lot of the fish had been undersized. 

Most of the fish were caught 
around the period of high tide on 
Berkley Gulp with live minnows or 
silversides. Croaker catches were 
coming on small bloodworm and 
Fish Bite baits, but they were also 
mostly on the small side. 

Anglers targeting puppy drum 
and speckled trout had reported 
some successes. 

Flounder catches, along with 
black sea bass and gray triggerfish, 
were still on the wrecks while off-

shore trollers were catching some 
sun and releasing the occasional 
billfish when seas conditions al- 
lowed them to get out to the can- 
yons. 

Tilefish action has been consis- 
tent for those deep dropping. 


Lower Shore 


Jeb Brady, at Bailey’s Bait & 
Tackle, told me that the last week of 
cobia season had been “really good” 
for sight fishermen for both under- 
sized and legal-sized fish. 

He said that anglers enjoyed suc- 
cess casting eels and bucktails into 
the numerous schools of fish as 
they migrated south from the bay 
waters. 

The late summer run of large red 
drum shows no sign of letting up, 
with reds being caught and released 
on cut bait from Machipongo down 
to the Chesapeake Bay Bridge-Tun- 
nel. 


Recent flounder action has 
slowed, probably from the warm wa- 
ter temperatures, but it is expected 
to improve with the current cooler 
conditions. 

Sheepshead continue to be caught 
around the bridge-tunnel pilings. 

A few speckled trout catches have 
been reported along the lower bay- 
side creeks, but action should also 
improve with the falling water tem- 
peratures. 

Puppy drum catches have been 
made by anglers casting popping 
corks with soft plastic artificials 
to schools of fish just off the lower 
bayside beaches. 

The lower bay piers continue to 
produce catches of spot and ribbon- 
fish.

Undefeated Firebirds stay hot

Tennessee Titans running back Der- 
rick Henry, a 6-foot-3, 247-pound load 
of beast mode, is known for his bruising 
style. Why waste time with a fake anda 
cut when he can just run you over — or 
drag you along? 

Jacob Hall loves that style, and he 
showed it Friday, Sept. 8, to help lead 
Arcadia to a 41-6 romp over visiting 
Kent County, Md., keeping the Fire- 
birds (3-0) undefeated. The Trojans fell 
to 0-2. 

Hall, a 6-foot-2, 218-pound sopho- 
more fullback, ran 10 times for 68 yards 
— many after getting hit at the line. 

On one play, he dragged three Tro- 
jans about 10 yards to set up Arcadia’s 
final touchdown — which Hall scored 
on a 15-yard pass from his quarterback 
brother Bradley Hall, a senior. 

“T’m like the White version of Der- 
rick Henry,” Hall said with a laugh. Se- 
nior halfback Rico Bugg, standing near- 
by, got a kick out of that and chuckled. 

Bugg also had good reason to laugh. 
He’d just scored four touchdowns while 
piling up 298 all-purpose yards (119 
rushing, 67 receiving, and 107 in kick 
and punt returns). 

Bugg was King of the Big Play, scor- 
ing ona 58-yard punt return, an 80-yard 
run, and TD catches of 50 and 11 yards 
from Bradley Hall. 

Bugg, arguably the fastest running 
back on the Shore, does not run like 
Derrick Henry. He’s all about the quick 
cut, finding an opening, and turning on 
the jets. 

When asked if he believes he can 
score whenever he gets into the open 
field, Bugg smiled and said, “That’s the 
plan.” 

Bradley Hall finished with 203 total 
yards, passing for 119 yards and three 
scores, and running for another 84 
yards. 

On the other side of the ball, Brad- 
ley Hall picked off two passes, return- 
ing one 82 yards for a score; he also had 
nine tackles. Ben Wright (6 tackles, 2 


for loss), Brandon Harmon (7 tackles, 1 
for loss), and Djasley Lucas (6 tackles, 
2 pass breakups) also had stellar defen- 
sive games. 

Arcadia’s vaunted offense, now av- 
eraging 48 points and 423 yards per 
game, got off to a slow start against 
the Trojans, leading only 6-0 late in the 
first half. Penalties and other miscues 
were also costly. 

“We came out with an offensive game

plan, and Kent County adjusted quick- 
ly,” said Arcadia coach Alan Hall.

ew library celebrated at ceremony

Local and state officials joined a 
crowd of over 100 to celebrate the offi- 
cial opening of the new Eastern Shore 
of Virginia Regional Library and Heri- 
tage Center in Parksley Friday, Sept 8. 

“We have waited a long time for this 
celebration,” said Joyce Holland, chair 
of the Eastern Shore Public Library 
Board of Trustees. 

“T think you will agree that it was 
well worthwhile,” she said. 

The new library and heritage center 
replaced the former Accomac library, 
which dated to 1965. It nearly doubles 
the size of Accomac’s 11,000-square- 
foot facility. 

The library features a lecture hall 


able to seat over 180, smaller meet- 
ing and group-study rooms, comput- 
er stations, and Wi-Fi throughout the 
building. 

It also dedicates over 7,600 square 
feet to the new Eastern Shore of Vir- 
ginia Heritage Center, which holds 
historic photographs, letters, manu- 
scripts, and other hard-to-find-doc- 
uments related to Virginia’s Eastern 
Shore. The center is climate-controlled 
and offers space for public research. 

“The history you preserve here is 
critically important,” said Librarian 
of Virginia Sandra Treadway. 

“Tf you have those materials and re- 
cords, you can now feel confident that 
you can give them to this amazing 
place and they will be preserved; they

will be made accessible to your chil- 
dren and grandchildren,” she said. 

Groundbreaking on the 
20,837-square-foot library and her- 
itage center took place in 2019, but 
the project began conceptually over a 
decade ago, when a 2009 study found 
the Accomac library met just eight of 
24 state standards for public libraries 
and was half the recommended size for 
the population it serves. 

Then-Gov. Ralph Northam attend- 
ed the groundbreaking and visited the 
site again to celebrate the library’s 
opening. 

“These libraries expand literacy, 
they expand education, and they do it 
with no cost to the people who use the 
libraries,” said the Cashville native. 

In addition to $1.5 million from the 
state that Del. Rob Bloxom and Sen. 
Lynwood Lewis helped secure, Acco- 
mack County contributed $2 million to 
the library. The Eastern Shore Public 
Library Foundation raised $1.5 mil- 
lion through fundraisers, capital cam- 
paigns, grants, and a loan. 

Planners expected the new facil- 
ity to open in early 2021, but the 
COVID-19 pandemic and other issues 
delayed its opening. The new library 
opened this Aug. 26. 

“Tf you were to sum this journey 
up in one word, it would be ‘persever- 
ance,’” said Harrison Phillips, vice 
chair of the Accomack County Board 
of Supervisors. 

“Before you is a state-of-the-art li-

brary filled with amenities we could 
only dream of before this endeavor be- 
gan,” he said, pointing to the Dennis 
R. Custis Lecture Hall, the heritage 
center, and study spaces. 

Parksley Mayor and Library Board 
of Trustees member Frank Russell re- 
counted a chance meeting with Phil- 
lips and Accomack Supervisor Paul 
Muhly at Jaxon’s Hardware almost 10 
years ago. 

“They said, ‘We’re going to turn 
that grocery store into a library,’” he 
said of the former Fresh Pride that 
the Eastern Shore Public Library pur- 
chased in 2016. 

Now, “we have this state-of-the-art 
library, which would be the envy of 
any town or city,” Russell said, call- 
ing the facility “the jewel in Parksley’s 
crown.” 

The town celebrated by handing 
out cookies and lemonade at the grand 
opening. Island Creamery staff were 
on hand to pass out scoops of free ice 
cream for library patrons. 

“If you don’t use it, use it. It’s 
there, it’s great, and I really believe 
it’s first-class,” said John Coker, 
chair of the Northampton County 
Board of Supervisors, of the new re- 
gional library. 

The new library and heritage center 
is open Monday, Wednesday, and Fri- 
day from 10 a.m. to 5 p.m.; Tuesday 
and Thursday from 10 a.m. to 8 p.m.; 
and Saturday from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m.

“How are we going to try to entice 
businesses to come to the Town of 
Parksley if we don’t try to protect the 
ones that we have?” he said. 

Parksley has no existing ordinance 
governing food trucks, Town Clerk 
Lauren Lewis said during the hearing. 

Proposed guidelines would allow 
food trucks in town only during special 
events such as festivals that the town 
council has approved or sponsored. 

The ordinance would require each 
vendor to get a permit from the town 
at a cost of $30 per event. Food trucks 
would be limited to the main town 
parking lot or the town park. 

Council members were divided on 
the proposed rules. 

“We’re targeting one business type, 
which I think is wrong,” said council 
member Sam Welch. 

“Tt’s not that we don’t want food 
trucks. We want to be able to control 
the food trucks,” said council member 
Ricky Taylor. 

The debate comes months after a 
food truck opened on Bennett Street. 

According to Health Director for 
the Eastern Shore District Jon Rich- 
ardson, a Virginia Department of 
Health inspector visited the business 
July 17 and found evidence that the 
truck had disposed of mop water out- 
side of the food truck on the ground, 
and of grease-laden water in buckets 
that appeared to overflow onto the 
ground. 

The Health Department visited Ju-

ly 24 and confirmed the issues had 
been fixed, he said. 

All mobile food units must get a per- 
mit from the Department of Health. 
Officials from the department con- 
duct regular inspections, which are 
“relatively similar to the ones that we 
conduct at a restaurant,” Richardson 
said. 

Food truck owners re-apply for the 
permits annually, he said. 

Some council members noted that 
none of Parksley’s restaurant owners 
attended the public hearing to share 
their concerns about food trucks in 
town. 

“Tf they’re scared of being put out 
of business, why aren’t they here?” 
said council member Brad York. 

The Parksley Town Council will 
discuss the proposed food truck ordi- 
nance during a work session on Mon- 
day, Sept. 25, at 6 p.m. at the Railway 
Museum at 18468 Dunne Ave. 

Residents can submit comments on 
the proposed ordinance until the work 
session by emailing town@parksley.

Kelly Hill Bulin, with Prevention Services at 
the Eastern Shore Community Services Board, 
said when talking with someone who might be 
at risk for suicide, the direct question has to be 
asked: Are you thinking of harming yourself? 

But, Bulin emphasizes, the question should 
be asked only if the person asking is willing to 
follow up with discussions and efforts to help. 

Gleaned from a variety of sources, here are 
some screening questions to determine if a per- 
son is at risk for suicide: 

i In the last two weeks, have you wished you 
were dead? 

HH Do you feel that you or your family would be 
better off if you were dead? 

HH Have you been having thoughts about killing 
yourself? 

HH Have you ever tried fo kill yourself? 

HH Do you have access to weapons or other 
means for harming yourself? 


WHAT TO AVOID 


HH Do not refuse to discuss the issue. 

HH Do not be shocked, outraged, or angry. 

HH Do not press the person to explain why. 

HE Do not promise to keep it secret. 

HF Do not laugh it off or offer a glib response 
like, “Hang in there.” 

HH And absolutely do not assume the person is 
bluffing and dare him or her to go through with it.

music and preferred rock ’n’ roll. 

Smith liked to tell his mother he was born in the 1950s. 

He was “wise beyond his years,” she said. 

But the things that made the bright, loving child different 
also made him a target for bullying in school. 

Even the kids who were friendly to him outside of school 
bullied him at school, his mother said. 

In 2013, Smith was diagnosed with an anxiety disorder 
and began homeschool. He graduated in 2017. 

Six years later, Smith logged into Facebook and wrote a 
goodbye note to his friends and family. 

He told them to love one another, listen to one another, be 
good to animals, and take care of the planet. 

“T love all of you so, so very much, my dearest friends,” he 
wrote, soon before he killed himself. 


Exceeds state average 


More than 1,000 people die by suicide in Virginia every 
year, statistics show. 

In 2021, the last full year available, Accomack County had 
six suicide deaths, a rate of 18.6 per 100,000 people, accord- 
ing to a July 2023 report by the Office of the Chief Medical 
Examiner. 

Northampton County had two suicide deaths, a rate of 
17.1, according to the report. 

The average rate of suicide deaths in Virginia is 14.1. By 
comparison, in the cities of Chesapeake, Suffolk, and Hamp- 
ton, the suicide death rate is around 10 per 100,000. 

The firearm suicide rate in Accomack County is 8.13 per 
100,000, higher than Virginia’s average firearm suicide rate 
of 7.33 per 100,000 and the national average of 6.71 per 
100,000, according to a national anti-violence group. 

Suicide is preventable, and many suicide prevention re- 
sources are offered in Virginia and nationwide. 

The National Suicide Prevention Lifeline, 
1-800-273-TALK (8255), is free, confidential, and available 
24-7 for people seeking help for themselves or loved ones in 
distress. 

Virginia also offers the Suicide and Crisis Lifeline, 
which is available all day, every day, by calling or texting 
988. 

The Lock and Talk program offers free locks for firearms 
and medication boxes and promotes the safe storage of guns, 
medications, and other lethal means. 

The Eastern Shore Community Services Board offers free 
trainings for suicide prevention and intervention.

Eager to help 
Lonnie Smith was always forthcoming about his mental 


health, whether or not anyone wanted to listen. 
He empathized with other people who suffered mental 


health conditions. 

Despite his own 
struggles, Smith took 
the time to help those 
in distress — even if he 
was tired from a long 
day at work and they 
called him at 3 a.m. 

He helped one friend 
through a mental health 
crisis and prevented an-

“He was always sac- 
rificing himself to save 
someone else,” she said. 

Those personal sac- 
rifices took a toll on 
Smith, who not only 
exhibited symptoms of 
anxiety and depression 
but experienced sleep 
paralysis. 

He confided to his 
mother that demons were telling him to kill himself. He 
rarely slept. 

In the last months of Smith’s life, he spoke frequently 
about how tired he was and how he longed to be at peace. 

Angela Smith said she did everything she possibly could 
to help him, whether it was taking him to see a psychologist 
or talking to him until 2 a.m. after a particularly rough 
day. 

One thing she couldn’t do was stop the constant stream of 
loss in her son’s life or his feelings of rejection. 

After Smith moved back to the Eastern Shore with her 
young son, his father had little contact with him and started 
a new family in Philadelphia. 

His friends would invite him out and cancel at the last 
minute or leave him behind. 

The psychologist he was seeing retired. His health insur- 
ance provider stopped covering sessions with his most trust- 
ed therapist. 

But there was one person who never seemed to let Lonnie 
Smith down. 

Lars Stomne, of Delaware, first met Angela Smith and her 
son while visiting the Eastern Shore and stopping to eat at a 
restaurant where she worked as a cook. 

Stomne befriended Lonnie Smith and took him on bicy- 
cling trips out of state, bought him an electric guitar, and 
introduced him to the art of photography. 

Lonnie Smith thrived as an artist. His mother said not ev- 
eryone liked his photography because the art was too “dark,” 
but he didn’t see it that way. 

“T find beauty in the things you left behind,” Lonnie 
Smith wrote on his Facebook page. 

His mother is now reaching out to the people he left be- 
hind so that his death is not in vain. 

Her plea: “Be kinder — and listen.”
